Mr. Spooner, who agreed with him

In brief, Santo Domingo is 
on the verge of chronic anarchy and 
her evasive course i a menace to the 
peace ol the world, as foreign cred 
itor governments threaten to take 
measures of compulsion to secure the 
satisfaction of their claims. A signi­ 
ficant part of the message follows: 
“If the United States government 
declines to take action and other for­ 
eign governments resort to action to 
secure payment of their claims, the 
latter would be entitled, according to 
the decision of The Hague tribunal in 
the Venezuelan cases, to the preferen­ 
tial payment of their claims; and this 
would absorb all the Dominican reve­ 
nues and would be a virtual sacrifice 
of American claims and interests in 
the island. If, however, any such ac­ 
tion should be taken by them, the only 
method to enable thorn to secure the 
payment of their claims would be to 
take possession of the custom houses 
and, <<t i-ddering the state of the Do­ 
minican finances, this would mean a 
definite and very possibly permanent 
occupation of Dominican territory, for 
no period could he set to the time 
which would be necessarily required 
for the payment of their obligations 
and unliquidated claims. 


Could Not Interfere. 
“The United States government 
could not interfere to prevent such 
seizure and occupation of Dominican 
territory Without either itself propos­ 
ing some feasible alternative In the 
way of action or else virtually saying 
to European governments that they 
would not be allowed to collect their 
claims. This would be an unfortunate 
attitude for the government of the 
United States to be forced to main­ 
tain at present. It cannot with pro­ 
priety say that it will protect its own 
citizens and interests on the one hand, 
and yet on the other hand refuse to 
allow otjier governments to protect

Only four of the original delegation 
remain in custody. One of these is 
the workman, Kuzin, who for a long 
time escaped arrest because his iden­ 
tity could not be ascertained by the 
police, but tiie authorities continue to 
make occasional arrests in connection 
with this case. Those who have been 
arrested are still without charges.

Measure Introduced in the Senate by 


Senator McGill. 
H ealth Commissioner Ohage of St. 
Paul is seeking to have his anti-smoke 
ordinance given the support of legisla­ 
tive enactment.

Under its terms, in all cities of 
50,000 or over, the emission of dense
